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Fellows,  you  wanted  to  get  together  today  in  the  memory 
of  your  loved  ones  who  have  departed.  Most  of  you  are 
now  far  away  from  the  places  inhere  those  loved  ones  were 
laid  to  rest.  And  so,  we  came  out  In  the  woods  here.  Out 

among  the  trees  on  this  Memorial  Day I know  you  fellers 

planned,  at  first,  that  I'd  give  my  little  talk  in  our 
Memorial  Grove,  But  it  seemed  to  me  that  maybe  it'd 
be  a better  idea  if  w©  cam©  out  here  in  a forest  planted 
by  Nature  instead  of  one  planted  by  man,  Mot  that  w© 
object  to  man-made  forests,  mind  you.

You've  probably  noticed  that  some  trees  are  not  marked 
for  cutting  and  some  of  you  are  probably  tenderin'  why, 
1*11  tell  you*  They're  like  your  kid  brothers  at  home, 
men*  Those  trees  are  not  yet  ready  to  Join  in  the  fight, 
When  they  are,  they'll  be  on  their  way  to  war,  too. 

If  they're  needed*  In  the  meantime,  they'll  keep  on 
growing  against  the  hope  that  maybe  they  can  go  to  serve 
the  ways  of  peace  instead  of  making  weapons  of  war,  And 
Just  like  you  men  are  going  to  give  everthing  you've  got 
to  end  the  war  as  soon  as  you  can  so  your  kid  brothers  - 
and  sisters,  too  - can  live  their  lives  in  peace  rather 
than  in  war,  we  Hangers  ar©  going  to  do  everything  we  o an 
to  protect  these  younger  trees  so  they'll  serve  their 
beet  purpose  in  the  years  ahead.  And  we  hope  it  will  be 
for  peace, ,, It  may  be  that  some  of  you  men  some  day 
will  be  doing  the  Job  of  harve sting  these  trees  for

(SOTTO)  That's  right,  we'll  be  needing  the  forests  after 
the  war,  all  right,  too, 

(SOTTO)  Yeah,  and  the  forests  will  need  the  help  of 
these  men,  Chaplain, 
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And  then  there  are  the  tiny  little  trees  growing  all 
around  us,  the  baby  trees,  here  in  this  forest  that  nature 
planted.  It  seems  to  me,  what  we  * re  doing  here,  in  thinking 
about  these  trees  for  tomorrow,  is  something  like  what 
you  fellows  are  setting  out  to  do  for  a lot  of  folks  in 
the  small  countries  across  the  water.  In  taking  out  the 
big  timber  that’s  ripe  and  ready  for  use  we* re  making  it 
possible  for  these  seedlings  to. get  more  light  and 
water  and  to  grot?  to  full  service.  You  men,  now,  you’re 
going  to  make  it  possible  for  a lot  of  down-trodden  people 
to  get  free  of  their  chains  by  getting  rid  of  the  forces 
of  evil  that  might’ve  kept  them  forever  stunted  and  beaten 
without  your  help.  Yes,  you’ll  finally  be  giving  light 
and  water  and  food  to  folks  that  need  those  things.  The 
lumberjacks  who’ll  be  in  here  tomorrow  morning  gripping 
their  axes,  and  you  men  with  your  guns  are  all  doing  a Job 
for  freedom  — until  the  day  comes  ifhen  all  of  us  can 
start  pitching  in  on  happier  things..
